S E, Your Majeſty's moſt dutiful and loyal Subjects, the

| beg Leave to return Your Majeſty our humble Thanks

= Permit us, Sir, to take this earlieſt Opportunity, to en- 
treat Your Majeſty to accept our moſt ſincere and fervent ' 
| ratulations on the Birth of an Heir to Your Crown, 
which adds to Your Majeſty's Domeſtick Happineſs, and 
” endears Your Royal Conſort to the People of theſe Realms; 
and promiſes, that, under a Prince formed to .the Arts of 
Government by Your Majeſty's Royal Example, the Civil 
and Religious Liberties, the Glory, the Commerce, and 
the Power of Great Britain, will be tranſmitted to Poſterity, 


It is with the utmoſt Gratitude that we acknowledge Your Majeſty's unwearied At- 
tention to the Proſperity and Happineſs of Your People; which made Your Majeſty 
conſtantly ſollicitous, even amidſt the Glory of Your Victories, to deliver them trom 
the Burthens of War, by a juſt and honourable Peace. At the fame Time, we cannor 
but admire the Wiſdom, which pointed out to Your Majeſty the moſt vigorous Efforts, 
as the ſureſt Means of procuring this Bleſſing for Your People. 


We beg Leave to offer to Your Majeſty our humble Congratulations on the 
fignal Succeſſes, which have attended Your Majeſty's Arms in the Courſe of the 
preſent Lear; on the Reduction of the ſtrong Iſland of Marlinico; on the Conqueſt 
of the Havannab, the Bulwark of the Spann Colonies, and on the Acquiſition of fo 
much Treaſure, and ef ſo great a Part of the Spaniſh Marine; on the many Advan- 
tages obtained in Germany over the Arms of France, although ſuperior in Numbers, 
by the able Conduct of Your Majeſty's General Frince Ferdinand of Branfevick, and 


by the Valour of the Froops under his Command; and on the Preſervation of Por- 


zugal from the Dangers which threatened inſtantly ro overwhelm that Kingdom, and 
which could not have been ſo long withſtood, but by the Firmneſs of its Sovercign, 
by the military Talents of the Reigning Count La Lippe, and by the Valour of 
the Troops employed in that Service. Theſe Atchievements mult be acknowledged 
to be equal to whatever has been performed in any former Year, even of this pro- 
ſperous War; though a new Enemy necefſarily made our military Operations more* 
extenſive, and added nev/ Difficulties to thoſe we ſtruggle! with before: Atchievements 
which reflect the higheit Honour on the Councils that planned them, an the Com- 
manders who carried then: into Exccution, and on the bicets and Armies, whoſe In- 
trepidity no Dangers could d1iiiioy,

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Allow us to expreſs, in the moſt fervent and grateful Manner, our Joy and Con- 
gratulations, that, by theſe repeated Efforts, Tour Majeſty has at length compelled 
Your Enemies to conſent to Terms of Peace; as well as to offer to Your Ma- 
jeſty our ſincere Thanks, for Your having informed Your Parliament, that Prelimi- 
nary Articles are already ſigned by Your Majeſty's Miniſter, and by thoſe of France 
and Spain; for Your Majeſty's moſt Gracious Aſſurances, that You will cauſe theſe 

Articles in due Time to be laid before them; and for the Lights Your Majeſty 
has been pleaſed to give concerning the Conditions of them, which afford to Your 


People the faireſt Proſpect of future Happineſs, Proſperity, and Security. 


Your Majeſty may be aſſured, that we will not fail on our Part, to take, as ſoon 
as poſſible, into our Conſideration, the proper Methods for the Settlement of our new 
Acquiſitions; for improving their Commerce, and thereby rendering them uſeful to 
the Mother Country. Truly ſenſible of the Merits of thoſe gallant Men, by whoſe 
Valour theſe Acquiſitions have been made, we ſhall be ready to concur in every 
reaſonable Propoſition for rewarding them; lamenting at the ſame Time, as we do, 
the Loſs of ſo many of our Fellow Subjects, by which the national Strength is great 
| impaired. We cannot ſufficiently admire that Wiſdom, which ſeized the fortunate 

Hour of reaping the Advantages of our Victories, while we were yet on the Summit 
of our Glory, and before we had experienced any Reverſe of Fortune. In grateful 
Return for thoſe many Bleſlings,. which Your Majeſty's Royal Wiſdom and Fortitude 
have procured for us, Your Majeſty may depend on our warmeſt Zeal, on our conſtant 
Fndeavcurs to promote that Unanimity Your Majeſty recommends in all our Proceed- 
ings, and on our Attention to thole Meaſures of Oeconomy, which are the peculiar 
Buſineſs of Times of Peace, and which alone can relieve Your Majeſty's faithful 
People, from the oppreſſive Burthens of ſo long and ſo expenſive a War.
